From the hour you leave Dyea or other 


point on the coast you have to tramp through 
snow, often water-soaked snow, crushed ice 
or ice-cold water until you reach Circle City 
or the Klondike River. 
You cannot bo dry 


one moment, day or night, and, mind you, 
it is ice-cold water you are living in ; you 
sleep in it, walk in it, wade in it, and sit in 
it. There is no escape from it. Rubber 
boots are useless, for half the time at least 
you are in ice-cold water up to your armpits. 


When using a boat you are out of it, into 


the river or lake, more than half the time. 
Your boat runs onto a rock, and you must 
get out, to help it off. It runs into a sunken 
log ; out you must get again. 
You strike a 


sandbar, and then into the ice water you 
have to go, and perhaps work in it there for 
six, ten or twenty hours; and all this time 
you are surrounded with the swirling snow 
of an Arctic blizzard. 


It took our party ninety-one days to go 


from Dyea to Forty-Mile, and during that 
lime it was not out of ice water or blijzards 
one day, saving the day it lay at Sheep Camp, 
a few miles from Dyea, and before the climb 
of Chilkoot Pass began. 


When you arrive at 'he diggings you are 


no belter off. Circle City is built on a bed 
of ice that is known to be forty feet thick. 
It never thaws. 
Wood for fuel and timber 


for shanties has to be dragged over the rooks 
and ground for twelve miles. You cannot 
live in a shanty that is placed above ground 
more than sixty days in the year. The 
cold is so intense that no shanty will keep 
it out. If you could bank your shanty up 
with soil or snow, you might keep warm, 
but there is substantially no soil and no 
settled snow in the valleys. The snow keeps 
on the move all the time, aa the wind blows 
all the time saving in July and August. 


The sufferings of gir John 
Franklin, 


Lieutenant Greely and their colaborers in 
Greenland and other Arctic lands is nearly 
identical with the sufferings Klondike gold- 
hunters experience. Why, Sir John Franklin 
actually froze to death quite near this 
Klondike country, and 90 per cent of the 
fools who are now on the way to that land 
will most likely suffer his fate. 


Mind you, this is an uninhabited country! 


there is no game to speak of, and no fish to 
be had for ten months in the year, as the 
deepest rivers freeze to the bottom every 
season. As the cold wealher comes on the 
heads of the streams freeze first, and the 
fish keep ahead of the ice and finally find 
their winter safety in the waters of the 
Arctic Ocean. In the spring and summer 
June, July and August—they work their 
way upstream again, and are freely caught, 
in those months. 


If Mrs. McDonnold and her associates- are 


not merely knavish adventurers, they should 
be told that much, if not most, of the 
Klondike news that is published in the 
Western papers is paid for by the transporta- 
tion companies and those who control ships 
in the Pacific Ocean.

Civilizing Alaiku. 


In his recent report to tho Bureau of Ed- 


ucation, Dr. Sheldon Jackson, general agent, 
describes existing conditions in Alaska and 
makes a cpeeiul plea for the propagation of 
imported reindeer in view of the increase of 
demand caused by the influx of miners to 
the Klondike. 


Dr. Jackson says that twenty day schools 


are maintained in Alaska by the Interior 
Department, with twenty-three teachers and 
1,267 pupils. A public school was opened 
at Circle City in the Yukon mining district 
lie says, but the Government authorities fear 
it will be necessary to close it because of the 
general exodus of the city's population to 
the mining districts. 
Mr. Jackson refers in 


his report to an interesting old miner whom 
he saw when the steamer Bear touched at 
Indian Point .Sihorio «,),«,<„,«,-<-. 


"He has a little frame whalehouse filled 


from floor to ceiling with tobacco, flour, and 
looking glasses, which he has obtained from 
the whalers, and from which he supplies the 
country for hundreds of miles around. This 
man is known to have as much as $75,000 
worth of whalebone in bis storehouse at one 
time. He doea a business of probably $100,- 
000 a year, and yet not a single coin of gold 
or silver nor a .single bank note or bank 
check is used, nor are any books kept. All 
transactions are by barter, furs and whale- 
bones being exchanged for tobacco, flour and 
whiskey. This wholesale merchant of the 
North Siberian coast can neither read nor 
write, nor can anyone associated with him. 
Although so wealthy, he lives in an ordinary 
tent, aud sleeps on the ground ou a pile of 
reindeer skins."

consequently, higher prices for cattle, hogs, 
and sheep; aud, if tho promise of these 
higher prices shall be fulfilled, the benefit 
to the farmers in the country will, in the 
aggregate, be enormous, and through them 
to the whole people. This promise of better 
prices for agricultural products, already to 
a great extent realized, is the chief basis of 
ths improvement in business, present and 
prospective, which has been lately shown. 
One lesson the present advance in wheat 
ought to thoroughly teach everybody, name- 
ly, that the price of American wheat is faxed 
in America by the foreign demand for our 
surplus, and is wholly unaffected by the 
humbug tariff of 25 cents per bushel laid on 
imported wheat.

Before 
horticulture was reduced to a science, most 
plants depended upon the seeds for their 
existence, but in these modern days, when 
budded and grafted stock give more satis • 
faction than seedlings, they are superfluous 
to a degree. We might not be able to get 
along without any seeds, for seedling stock 
must continue to be raised so long as fruit- 
trees are in demand, but, as all choice stock 
is budded or grafted, the seeds of our lead- 
ing varieties of oranges, lemons, grapes, and 
apples could be easily dispensed with.— 
September Lippincott.

Thompson, now visiting America. The 
story of his life illustrates in a striking 
immuer how profoundly a quiet teacher 
nu'l student working in his laboratory 
mny influence civilization for good. 


Lord Kelvin is au Irishman by birth. 


Hd is now 78 years old. At tho age of 
i!3 ho was appointed professor of nat- 
ural philosophy in the University of 
Glasgow, and that chair ho has held 
evor since, lecturing and teaching thou- 
sands of students. That is a brief out- 
line of bis history. 
But what a world 


of work for mankind ho has crowded 
inlo his 51 years' professorship! 


[n 18CO and 1860 ho was one of tho 


two electricians who laid the Atlantic 
cable, Mr. Varlcy being the other. Ho 
invented tho mirror galvanometer, an 
inHtrument that tested tho working or- 
der of tho cable as the Great Eastern 
moved along aiirt paid out tho lino. His 
mirror galvanometer was also used in 
transmitting tho first ocean messages. 
Ai toward he invented a "siphon re- 
007'dor" for doop soa cables. This iu- 
shimieut made it possible to trausmi' 
messages over such lines without em- 
ploying an amount of electricity tha 
would endanger tho cable itself.

th'i groat cublo was successfully laic 
and in working order Professor William 
Thompson 
was rnudo Sir 
Williati 


Thompson by Queen Victoria. She fur 
th<:r honored him in 1892 by making 
him Lord Kelvin. 


But William Thompson is just a 


gri:ut and learned in spite of being 
i 


lord. Ho it was who taught men how 
to mossuro tho intensity aud quantity 
of tho electric current. He devised i 
niariuor's compass that was not aubjec 
to variations caused Ly tho metal of au 
iron, or steel ship. He invented, too, a 
muriner's load that can 
successfully 


take deep sea soundings while a ship i 
going at full speed. 


The invention of this groat man 


which promises to bo of most use to iii 
land people, however, is the electrica 
crematory for consuming and at tli 
eiime time utilizing city garbage. Th 
crematory is in successful operation a 
Slioreditch, *\ part of London.

FLIGHT OF BIRDS. 


Priceless Trophies of the Hunt. 


W. A. Bailllo-Grohmnn writes of "Sports 


In the Seventeenth Century" for The Cen- 
tury. The author says: 


The stag was altogether the most highly 


prized animal of the chase, and his ant- 
lers, If they were of great size or showed 
any abnormity in their growth, were the 
most treasured trophies of the hunt. When 
potentates made one another presents, 
these usually consisted of some famous 
deer head, for these nimrods not only vied 
with one another In the quantity of game 
they laid low, but also regarding their 
collections of antlers, upon which onor 
mous sums were spent. For the famous 6( 
tlned head killed in 1696 by the elector o: 
Brandenburg and which Is still preserved 
at tho castle of Morltzburg, near Dresden, 
it Is said that the elector o! Saxony gave t 
company of the tallest grenadiers In his 
army. For an abnormal 88 point heac 
one of the dukes of Wurtemberg gave a 
whiile village, with Its Inhabitants, land 
houses and church, Including even the 
parson's prebend, us the chronicler does noi 
forget to mention. A duke of Pomeranla 
offered for a celebrated 82 tlned head 
which he was anxious to have for his col 
lection a sum which would correspond to 
125,000 of our present money, and, what 
Is more, his bid was refused. Upon the 
spots where great stags were kill-id mon- 
uments were erected, and In more than 
one Instance monasteries nnd cloisters 
were founded in such localities as well as 
In those where some great rjinirod had es- 
caped mortal danger. 


The Speed of Ducks and Swallows on the 


Wing. 


Thero has been some difference in the 


conclusions of observers as to tho relative 
height above the earth and more especially 
as to relative velocity of movement In the 
semiannual flight, north or south, of some 
of our migratory birds. 
Judging from all 


that has been observed, it seems probablo 
that the velocity of some of these far trav- 
elers has 
been exaggerated. 
Careful 


measurements by means of the cloud theod- 
olites used by tho observers at tho meteor- 
ological station at Blue Hill in Milton, a 
few miles south of Boston, have shown 
Shat tbe observed flocks of northward go- 
Ing wild geese wore at an elevution of 9SO 
feet above the sea level, and that tbe vel- 
ocity of flight was 44.8 miles an hour. 
This olso is about the height at which a 
flock of wild ducks flew, and their velocity 
was 47.8 miles an hour. 
These velocities 


ore nowhere the speed with which wild 
duoks have been credited, for these swift 
birds have been said to fly at a rate exceed- 
ing 100 miles nn hour. 


That duoke do at times exceed the rate 


noted by the Blue Hill observers seems 
very probable, but it Is by no means cer- 
tain that they ever fly at such a velocity 
as 100.8 miles an hour, as some observers ! 
hove asserted. Just what velocity would 
be requisite in a duck striking the heavy, 
projecting glass of a lighthouse to drivo 
his bill down his throat may be a difficult 
problem, but the fact itself has been noted, 
in the case of at least a number of ono 
flock of duoks that had been flying south- 
ward on their autumnal migration, nnd 
were picked up at tho foot of the light- 
house tower on Amistasin island, near St. 
Augustine, Flu. Sweeping on m the dark- 
fleas of a cloudy night, tho ducks had fol- 
lowed the increasing beam from the light 
nnd dashed down upon the thick but clear 
glass wall with the effect above mentioned. 


Very likely a velocity of 60 miles an 


hour would suffice to drive a duck's bill 
wTie'EnUr? 'iferoat, and It may be a question 
much greater velocity than OO'to 70 miles 
an hour. There are other migrating birds 
—notably the swallows—that seem to fly 
at least as swiftly as tbe wild duck. As 
to elevation, it seems probable that few 
migrating flocks of any kind travel at a 
greater height, except in going over moun- 
tains, than about 1,000 to 1,500 feet. The 
smnllnessand indistinctness of high flying 
flocks of geese, seemingly so far up as al- 
most to blond with the gray sky and to 
render their far cries almost inaudible, 
would all bo produced if these large birds 
were Oyiug at an elevation no greater than 
1,500 to 1,800 foet.—Hartford Post.

Flahine Dories. 


The American fishing vessels are schoon- 


ers. 
You can tell them by the doriei 


which, when not in use, are "nested"— 
set one inside the othor—on deck. 
An 


ordinary ship's boat usually has a ring in 
the bow and atern, into which the ropes 
by which it is hoisted aboard are booked. 
A dory, however, has a long eye in the 
painter, the rope at the bow, and in the 
stern a " becket"—a loop formed bypass- 
Ing a rope through two holes. 


There are live dories to the average fish- 


Ing vessel, and two men to a dory, besides 
the captain and the oook, who remain 
aboard while the dories are out. The first 
thing the dories do is to "run their gear" 
—set their trawls. A trawl is a line, about 
a mile long, from which a thousand hooks 
hang by smaller linos. At each end of the 
trawl is a keg float. The kegs of different 
vessels are identified liy distinctive little 
flags and marked with the vessel's name. 
Tho kegs are anchored, and that part of 
the line to which hooks are attaohed rests 
on the bottom. 


On a forenoon in fine weather the dorios 


will "underrun" the trawls—will begin 
taking them up at one end, and as fast as 
they take a fish off the hook, will robalt 
and throw tho line over, hook by hook—but 
In the evening they take up the entire 
trawl, return with it to the vessel, bait np 
aboard and set the trawl again.—.Qustav 
Kobbe iu St. Nicholas.

not!'Jed on their rosebushes u number of 
IUUVB in which nuut round or oblong holes 
were cut. 
This is tho work of tho H'lif 


much 
like the common honey boa, 
but 


with stout orange red legs and metallic 
green redectionsabout the head. Although 
tho mutilated leaves aro all too common, 
the nost for which they are sacrificed is 
seldiim seen, for this little boo is u ourpen- 
tor as well as a loaf euttor and hides hor 
home away deep in the heart of some old 
post or board. Tho hole Is much like that 
of hor busy relative, tho carpenter bee, 
but smaller, and, instead of forming a tuii- 
nel (it right angles to tbo entrance, pene- 
trates diroctly into the wood. 


When the holo is drilled to her satisfac- 


tion, our little friend stops carpenter work, 
and, 
flying to the nearest rosebush, selects 


a tender, perfect leaf. 
From this she cuts 


oblong pieces, which are carried to the 
nost and formed into a thimblo shaped 
tube ut its bottom. Thlstubo is next filled 
with pollen und honey, on which a tiny 
ogg is pluced. Another trip is taken to 
tho rosebush, und this time perfectly cir- 
cular pieces a trifle larger than tho diam- 
eter of the tube aro cut. 
Theso tho little 


worker forces into tho upper end of the 
tube, forming n tightly fitting stoppor. 
ThchO operations are repeated until the 
holo is filled with tubes, olio above anoth- 
er. 
Tho lowest epgs hatch first, and each 


youi'g boo waits for the one beyond to go 
forth, in tho s.uno manner as the young 
of tho largo carpenter boo.

The chagrin of Tom'my 
when his watch is struck at the first or 
second throw can better be imagined than 
described. 


This method of doing business provides

Mosaic Floors. 


According to a new process described in 


The Yalo Scientific Monthly the manufac- 
ture of mosaic floors has boon brought 
within economical accomplishment and 
satisfactory attractiveness. 
Small parti- 


cles of wood, such as sawdust, wood flour 
and fine shavings, aro treated first with a 
mixture of shellac and alcohol and then 
with a ceiuont made of curd and slaked 
lime, and while this mixture is still damp 
it Is put into hot molds of the desired 
shape and size and placed under pressure. 
j-'ho joint action of tho heat and pressure 
unites the wood most thoroughly with both 
tho shellac and the cement, and after a few 
minutes the compound is f>aken out of the 
molds and completely cooled and harden- 
ed. Great care is necessary that no foreign 
substances, especially of an oily nature, bo 
present, as this would prevent the cement 
from being absorbed into the pores of the 
OTod. In ma king different colored mosaic 
the natural color of the woods used is tak- 
en Into account, then the wood itself la 
dyed, nnd, lastly, dyes dissolved in alcohol 
are mixed with the shelluo. 
The process 


is then performed as before. It is said 
that notwithstanding its hardness this 
compound possesses all the perfection of 
wood, thus rendering it of particular 
adaptation for iiso as a floor covering in 
tho case of living rooms and private dwell- 
ings, and the important advantage Is 
claimed for it of being unaffected by any 
changes of temperature.
